WIND, SNOW AND HAIL

It Is Still Raging with Unabated

Fury.

SNOW FOUR FEET DEEP

in Montana StoTm Turns Into

a Blinding Blizzard.

Salt Lake, Utah, Nov. 11. The whole
Pacific coast from British Columbia to
southern California and the states of
Oregon. Washington, Idaho, Montana,
Nevada, Wyoming, Utah and western
Colorado were swept by a storm today
that has resulted In an almost total pros-

tration of telegraph service over that ter-

ritory and in the mountains has all about
tied up the railroad servrce in a regular
mid-wint- blockade. The storm, which
is still raging with unabated furry, is the
severest on the coast. For five days rain
has been falling without cessation In the
Puget Sound country which turned into
snow today, accompanied by wind wh'ch
tonight is blowing at the rate of 35 mi!e3
an hour. Heavy gale3 are reported along
the entire Pacific coaat, in California, ac-

companied by torrential rains. So far,
however, no marine disasters have been
reported. In the gorges of the Ca:adc
mountains snow is reported to be four
feet deep on the level and still falling,
and railroad traffic is serious impeded in
consequence. At Helena and Butte and
over the ranges of central and eastern
Montana the storm tonight has turned
into a blinding blizzard, with eight inches
of snok at Helena, six inches at Butte,
with a high wind rapidly dropping tem-

perature. Southward in Wyoming, Ne-

vada and Utah there has been little pre-

cipitation so far but high winds have pre-

vailed for nearly 2i hours. Telegraph
service has been practically wiped out.
Prostrated telegraph poles and wires
buried in snow drifts resulted in the Pa-

cific northwest being almost completely
cut off from the outside world for the
greater part of the day,' while conditions
were almost as bad to aCllfornla.
